This was in September, 
1870, and since then murder has been a 
common crime in Chicago, for which the 
law seems to have no adequate punish- 
ment. Had the law been executed in 


been hanged, as he should have been,—the 
murderers who succeeded him would not 
have been encouraged in their crime by 
the hope of escape. ‘The time has come 
for the execution of the law upon every 
man convicted ef murder. The safety of 
every citizen demands that the law be no 
lénger used to protect crimes of this 
fiendish character. Each time the murder- 
er escapes punishment, the law invites 
and encourages additional murders. That 
portion of the public whose sympathy for 
criminals overrides all thought of public 
safety are responsible, toa great extent, 
for this encouragement of murder. It is 
their sympathy which delays justice,— 
gives crime the means and the time 
to postpone, and eventually defeat, 
the punishment of the offenders. Wedo 
not speak now of cases where the crim- 
inal is tried and acquitted, but of those 
cases where the accused have been con- 
victed. Conviction in cases of murder 
seems to be the end of the matter. The 
convict who ought to be hanged is kept 
in jail, where he holds levees all the year 
round as an object of special interest. 
We do not object to sympathy for men 
who have fallen into crime; but, when 
that sympathy extends to the crime itself, 
and to the extent of preventing the exe- 
cution of the law, it becomes destructive 
to society, and contributes largely to the 
insecurity of life. The Criminal Court, at 
the present term, will have before it the 
eases of the man who murdered Oflicer 
O'Meara and the man who murdered 
Kane Higgins ; and it is to be hoped that 
the District Attorney and the Court will 
not close the term until these cases have 
been tried. In the cases before the Sa- 
preme Court, we hope the attorneys repre- 
senting the State will press for a decision. 
If the past judgments have to be set 
aside, let it be done at once, and let the 
new trials proceed. The Court can do no 
better service to this community than 
to undeceive the ruffian. element on the
